question rests with the people- 
the people of Hope. If the council 
should decide to recommend me- 
ters the issue in all probability 


vi would still be checked back to the 
L.il>people in a referendum. 


Cities have voted either way on 


the parking meter issue. You ordi- 
narily think of meters as belong- 
ing to the larger towns. But Little 
Rock turned them down in a refer- 
endum, while 
several 
smaller 


towns in the state approved them. 


The Star has stirred up this ques- 


tion from time to time, and, frank- 
ly we favor parking meters. There

Washington, April 6 —(/P)— Legis- 


lation to let additional thousands 
of European refugees come to this 
country to make t h e i r 
homes

The bill, liberalizing th* 1948 dis- 


placed persons law by raising the 
number that can bs admittod to 
359,000, caps a Ions and b i t t e r 
struggle in the senate. Republicans 
and Democrats in almost e q u a l 
numbers joined to put it over, by 
a final vote of 58 to 15.

Merger of AFL, 
CIO Develops 
Info Possibility 


Washington, April 6 — (£>)—A pos- 


sible merger of the AFL and CIO 
has suddenly. become a 
serious 


topic of conversation in labor cir- 
cles. 


The reason: AFL President Wil- 


liam Green's observation that the 
chances for such a move arc "bet- 
ter today than they have been in 
the past six years." 


Green was commenting on a pro- 


posal put forward by Philip Mur- 
ray, president of the CIO. 


Murray invited the AFL; John L, 


Lewis' United Mine Workers, the 
International Association of 
Ma- 


chanists, and the railroad broth- 
erhoods to join in a grand pro- 
gram of cooperation on legislation,' 
politics, and economic problems. 


Once that is done, Murray said, 


the groups could work toward uni- 
fication into a single organization 
of some 10,000,000 members. The 
AFL claims 8,000,000 on its rolls, 
the CIO 6,000,000 and the other or- 
ganizations about 2,000,000 togeth- 
er.

He doesn't tear down his body

All he wants to do is sit there 


and dream — arid produce other 
little oysters. He 
sifts 
his

Safeci'acUers of the sea floor — 


ittle animal oyster drills — bore

ivorms waylay him. Even sponges 
lunnel into his bedroom. And 
as 


for health? Did you know that tiny 
sea parasites arc always trying to 
swim through 
his 
doorway and 


give him kidney trouble? Yes, kid- 
ney trouble. 


And if 
he 
escapes 
all these 


neighborhood thugs, there is 
still 


his greatest enemy — the

Says Congress 
Can't Get 
Truman's Files 


(Editor's note: This is the 


last of three stories explaining 
how the President can refuse 
congress' demands for 
secret 


files.)

Washington, April 5—(/P)—There's 
long history behind the present 


ispute between congress and the 
'resident over this question: 
Does the legislative branch of 
he government (congress) have 


right to gee secret files in the 


xecutive branch (headed by the 
'resident) if he thinks it better 
ot to disclose them? 
Herman Wolkinson, an. attorney 
f 
the justice department, 
has 


made an exhaustive study of the 
listory behind this dispute and 
published his findings in the Fed- 
eral Bar Journal. 


The conclusion he reaches —that 


he congress can't compel the 
resident to turn over 
executive 


ecords — are his own, not those 


the justice department although 


he justice department has taken 
exactly the same stand since the 
tart of the American government. 
This is a brief summary of his 
tudy: 
Although Wolkinson says there 
iave been many instances where 
congress was turned down in its 
demands 
u p o n 
the executive 


iranch, he lists 29 cases as out- 
tanding. 
Those 29 cases cover 
refusals 


by 17 Presidents, (starting w i t h 
Washington) and their department 
leads to heed. congressional de- 
mands. When the d e p artment 
leads refused, they did so -with 
)residential approval of their ac- 
ion. 


(The Presidents, besides 
Washi- 


ngton, were: 
Jefferson, 
Monroe, 


Tackson, 
Tyler, Polk, Fillmore, 


Buchanan, Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, 
Cleveland, Theodore R o o s e velt, 
'oolidge, Hoover, Franklin D. Eoo- 
sevelt, and Truman.) 


Wolkinson says: "For over 150 


years — almost from the time that 
.he American form of government 
was created by the adoption of the 
constitution — our Presidents have 
established, by precedent, t h a t 
,hey and members of their cabinet 
iave an undoubted privilege 
and 


discretion to keep confidential, 
in 


,he public interest, papers and in- 
'ormation which require secrecy. 


"The messages of our past Pres- 


idents reveal that 
almost every 


one of them found it necessary to 
inform congress of his 
constitu- 


tional duty to execute the office of 
President and, in furtherance 
of 


that duty, to withhold information 
and papers for the public good. 


"Courts 
have 
uniformly held 


that the President and the heads 
of departments have an 
uncon- 


trolled discretion to withhold 
the 


information and papers in the pub- 
lic interest, and they will not in- 
terfere with the exercise of that 
discretion." 


Wolkinson 
means here courts 


lower than the 
Supreme 
court, 


since the Supreme court never ye1 
has had .to pass on the issue. 


Congress sometime might try to 


pass a law saying the 
Presidenl 


would have to give congress any 
information it wanted. 


If congress passed such a law, 


the President undoubtedly 
would 


refuse to obey it, choosing to fight 
it up to the Supreme court for a 
final decision. He'd argue such a 
law was unconstitutional and was 
an attempt by congress to inter- 
fere with presidential rights and 
powers. 


And, Wolkinson points out, the 


President doesn't 
even have to 


obey an order by a federal court 
to produce papers which the Pros- 
.dent says, for the public good, 
should not be revealed. 


In 1807 Chief Justice M a r shall 


ordered President Jefferson to pro 
duce certain papers in the trial 
of Aaron Burr when Burr said the 
papers would help his defense. 


Marshall thought the 
Presidenl 


would have to obey such a cour 
order but still said the Presiden 
would withhold any portion of the 
document which the President con 
sidered confidential. 


Marshall agreed that the Pres 


ident should be sole judge of wha 
he considered confidential. Jeffer 
son not only ignored Marshall',
